The Youth undid his Fardle, takes me 
out a Cloak, a pair of Breeches, a Caſſock, two 
Shirts, and a pair of Silk Stockinge,all as fic for 
me, as if they had been made of purpoſe for me.

This form was laid, the Sea had done roa- 
ring, their ſtrife was ended, andthe Company 
was fully made np. The Captain came to vi- 
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fir me army Lodping ; relling me in brave 
and pallant ' termes, how much this grief of 
mine did trouble him, and how ſorry he wts 
for my heavineſſe; and with honourable 
both words and promiſes, he gave me chat 


good fatixfaRion, that I reſted very well con- 


rented.

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Whereupon, albeie I was reſolved to leave 
hiw Peet nornithfiend bis words were fo 
ecfull with me , chat he ſopt me in my 
courſe, and ſuddenly took me up, when I was 
is the heat and height of my carreer. —_ 
{al of pood talk we had e ; ifix 
de not dangerous to ſpeak thetruth, we did 
mormure and mutiny at the ſmallreckoning 
and ſlight acknow! nes of Souldiers , and 
men of erne worth and valour, and the baſe e- 
ſeem that was miade of milicary diſcipline and 
profeſſion of Arms ; Bur let it not trouble you 
Sir,thae we are now to march hence,in7:aly,you 
ſhall find another kind of world , and here 1 
paſſe my word onto you, that I will make = 
8n Enfign, Which albeit it be a meaner place 
than your merits may challenge, yetit may 
ferve as a ſtep to advance you higher. I gave 
him thanks for his friendly offer. The nexr 
day following, the Company marched away 
withour any ſtay till they came to the Seacoſt ; 
(the Captain ſpending liberally upot my Purſe) 
We ſtaid waicing there for the comming of the 
Gallies, three months almoſt ſpenc, In which 
time, and that which was already paſt, wy 
_ had ipir his vevome,and my rent began to 
ail me, My continaance at play did likewiſe 
put « helping hand ro my ſpeedier diſpatch ; ſo 
that I was now quit out of Caſh, andallmy 
money was gone; notall in one day , butall, 
a all cheſe teverall times. I was reduced back 
again to my former ſtate, with s white Cudgell 
under mige arm. How much didI then relenc 
my former follies > How angry was I grown

When my mo- 
neyes fell ſhort, all fell away from me: as 
long as 1 had that, I had them; that gone, 
they ſhuck hands with me, and bid me fare- 
well, Thus by little and little, peece af- 
rer peece, all my ornaments were taken off, 
and poor Don Inan de Guzman was degres 
ded, 

Thoſe that her etofore did honour, did 
viſit, did entertain me , came to feaſt and bag» 
quet with me, the heart-ſtrings of my Purſe be- 
ing broken, forſook me; not a'man would talk 
or converſe with me. My dealing and converſe 
tion was wholly now with the ſtraggling Boys 
about the Camp , ſuch as carried Wallets and 
Knap-ſacks for the Souldiers, and on this had 


 Inow ſetup my reſt. 


How bitter was it unto me to begin ? how 
troubleſom to go on ? how grievous to endure 
this new diſ-adventure ? Bur I had been well 
acquainted heretofore with; theſe kinds of mil- 
forcunes, and had learned the long ſince tomy 
great coſt. And becauſe cheſe things were not 
new unto me, I preſently fell tro my work, and 
lively beſtirr'd my ſelfabott my buſioeſs. But 
this one thing was my chief comfore , Thatio 
the gime of my proſperity, 1 gained credit a- 
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- .*nſt the day of Adverſity. And I did 
þ67-cognt it «lj leaſt riches, that I had lefr 

z ſtamp and impreſſion in all mens minds , 

that 1 was of a noble and free diſpoſition. 

My Captain made ſome reckoning of me, 

and was more willing than able to help me, 

For (poor man) be had ſcarce enough to ſerve 

his own turn. i 

Ifaw, that 1 was not able to live of my 
ſelf, and therefore got to ſerve my  Cap- 7 7202 


hinſcl 
tain , making him now my Maſter, who bug res 


 Uerſt6od his mind , ahd = end wherefore 


a little before was my Companion : And I captain. 


waited on him with that care, as I did on 
the Cook, Howbeit, he commanded me 
with a kind of feſpet; And did thus farafſ- 
fure himſelf ofme, that I would not doe a- 
ny' thing unworthy a Gentleman, and un- 
deſeeming my Birth and Parentage, for any 
Intereſt 1n the world. 

He held me to be as faithfull, and es ſe- 
cret, as I was patient. He made me Trea- 
(orer of all his ſecrets He matyifeſted his 
neceſſities, and made known his wants unto 


me. I did much grieve at my Captains po- - 


verty, becauſe I did not know how to re- 
medy it; He had ſome Jewels lefe , which 
he might fell, if need were; bur thoſe were 
things to doe hith honour. 

While theſe Gallies were comming, we 
were fain to got fron one Town to ano- 
wer, to quarter our ſelyes with the beſt con- 
reniency wee could. By that confeſſion ; 
which my Maſter had made unto me, I une 


bedidit, 
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I told him, Sir, I know by good experi. 
ence, both good and bad fortune, proſpe. 
rity and adverſity; and wot well what they 
are. 

In my yonger years I have traviled far and 
neer,& bave ſeen ſomewhat of the world. I ſhall 
to the uttermoſt of my power expreſſe that loy- 
alty and faithfulneſſe which I owe unto 
my Maſter, and to the Stock whercof 1 
come. 

* Take you, Sir, no care, affuring your ſelf, 
that I will hazard my life in your (ervice, and 
will ſo order the buſineſſe ( till betcer time 
ſhall befriend us) that for the preſent, you 
ſhall paſſe over the tronbleyou now are in, 
with a great deal more caſe. 

In every place where we were to lodge. our 
Souldiers, I had gotten a dozen Filles, 
whereof the leaſt afforded no lefſe than 
ewelve Royals, and ſome did contribute fif- 
ty. My entrance was free into all thoſe hous 
ſes, where nothing was ſafe from my hands; 
no = fo much as the water that was in their 
Wels. 

Guzmans 1 never ſuffered my Maſter to be without 

cunning a Hen, a Chicken, a Capon, or a Pidgeon, 

while be both art Dinner and Supper, and a whole

If by chance the Maſter of the | houſe 
ſhould take me napping , if it were of ſmall 
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value, it was paſſed over as a thing of nov 
thing, and accounted only a waggi , erick ; 
burif is wire of any moment, my puniſhment 
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was\, to be brought by my Maſter before 
him that had* complained of me, and cau- 
ſing my hands co be bound , with che thinn 
ſole of a ſhove he would give me my pay* 
ment; which being of a hollow kinde of 
grain, it ſounded loud, but did ſmart bur lit- 
tle; the noiſe was more than the pain. Som- 
times I ſhould have che luck to get me Sure- 
ties, that ſhould paſſe their wurd for me, 
thae I ould not do ſo any more, and then I 
was pardon'd. And becauſe I knew, they 
were given me more for faſhion ſake, than 
any ill will; and rather to fatisfie others, 
than to hurt me, before ever the blow came 
neer me, 1 would cry out, as if 1 had been 
kil'd ; and ſet out ſuch a throat, as if T would 
-_ rent the very walls of the houſe atun- 
ef 

Thus did my Maſter andI pive good ſatis! 
aRion ; he, by complying with his obligati- 
on ; and I, by ſupplying of his neceffities : 
by killing firſt his hunger, and afterwards by 
giving lifeto his honour. 

I would ſometimes get me out into the 
Hiph-wayes , and ſeize upon all ſorts of 
bapgages ; then would I ſeem to ſhew them 
favour, in ſelling them their own again ; in- 
dearing to the owners of them, that it coſt 
me thus and thus much out of mine owne 
purſe, to get theſe their goods to-be returned 
unto them, ſo that I had both mony, and thanks 
tor my pains. | 
| Tho'e commodities which we lighted on 
in the Villages where we lay, thoſe that were 

F1 = able, 
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able, might chance'to ſee them again, andre 
deem them for their money ;* bur thoſe that 
had not wherewithall, their goods were in- 
viſible, not a ragg to be ſeen : they that had 
taken chem from them, were fled and gone, 
and no more news to be heard of them. 
At the Muſters, when the Muſter-maſter was 
to ſee if the Company were full, I would 
thruſt in amongſt the Souldiers five or ſix 
young Fellows of the Town, well appointed, 
2nd made them to paſſe. Sometimes I would 
ſo handle the matter, that putting one ſingle 
man inthe Church, up above in the Char. 


nel houſe that is made for dead mens bones, 


five times one after another, I received five 
payes. And for him that was to come laſt, 1 
would clap a plaiſter upon his noſe, that he 
might not be known. And every feverall 
rime, I did change his clothes, becauſe my 
knavery ſhould not be found out, and my 
trick diſcovered, 

Wich theſe Gigs, and others the like pul. 
ſeries, mine own perſon was as good as four- 
mens. payes, My Maſter loy'd me as his life for 
theſe good ſervices that I did bim z but he' was 
a great ſpender , and therefore both this, 
and all beſides that could doc for him, was 
all coo little. | 

When we were cometo * Bercelona, and 
ready to imbark our ſelves in the Gallies, 1 
found my Maſter much troubled, as being in 
a great ſtraight, for that he had received no 
pay from the King, and how to procure mo- 
nies, he knew ng way inthe world ; nor covld

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mine that I brouphre himin, ſtead him to any 
purpoſe, I ſaw he was melancholy, fad, and 
heavy: Iknew ſtreight what diſeaſe he was 


' fick of, as being the Phyſitian, that had often 


cured him therot hertofore.I offered him to aps 
ply a ſudden remedy for his {ore. He had with 
himdivers Jewels, knew not well what my ſelf,

a very rich one : it grieved him to part with it > Chriſt ow 
but 1 told him ; Sir, if you dare to truſt me, ,,,,,,,, 
put this ſpxnus Detinto my hands , and I will called a 
promile you toreturn it again unto you within ! ab, 


theſe two days, rhuch improved, and make it 
better worth unto you, then now it is, He 
was glad to hear me ſay ſo; and jeſtingly ſaid 
into me; What trick have you now in ſtore 
Guzmammullo? Halt thou lighted peradventure 
(as rhou waſt wont ) upoo ſome new roguiſh 
plot, ſome feat villanie or other,and canſt come 
finely of withit > Now bec2ule he knew,thac 
he mighe cruſt his profic, with my ſuffici- 
ency, tis honour with my lecricie, and that his 
Jewell was ſure enough , withour farther que- 
tioning me', what I would do withir, he gave 
it me, telling me withall, God grant you 
dring it ſafe back again,and that my wiſhes may 
take good ſucceſle. ; 

Lo, there it is, takeit, and do what 
thou wilt with ic, 1 took it of him, put ic 
in my boſome, laptit ſafe in a little Purſe, knit 
it faſt, and tyed it ſure to one of the button 
boles of my Doublet. Wirh it I went dire&ly 
to a Goldſmiths ſhop; one that was a rich man 


and a great Vſurer; I made a large relation 
unto 
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: unto him of my perſon , and how and by what | © 
' means I came to this Company, and whata | it 
"deal of money I had ſpent in a ſhort time] re- 
' ſerving © whea I ſhould ce my ſelf in ſome 
need) a very rich Jewe)), for the ſupplying of 
my wants: And that if be would buy it of me, 
he ſhould have it reaſonable cheap, 1o as he did 
not offer me too little, & too much undervglue 
the worth of ir. But withall, I adviſed bim, 
chat he ſhould firſt inform himſelf of my perſon, 
and of my quality , who, and whence I was, 
and in knowing of it , (without rendring any 
reaſon why he was ſo inquiſitive , taking that 
for a ſufficient ſatisfaRtion to himſelf } he ſhould 
walk forth and mect me at the Sea-fide, for 
there I would ſtay for him, and there be 
ſhould find meall alore , wiſhing him to make 
as much haſt as he could, 

This man who had a great mind to this 
Peece, & was greedy of gain, inform'd himſelf 
of me from the Captain, the Officers,and ſome 
other of the Souldiers ; receining ſo mach ſi- 
tisfation, as was ſufficient to centent him; 
For they did all of them witnefle one and the 
iame thing ; That I was the Son of a prinici- 
pall Cavalero, rich and nobly deſcended, and 
char bcing deſirous to ſee Jraly, I cameto

AU this made as well for me, 8s my er 
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could wiſh it ; it fell out pat, as I would haye 
it. My honeſt Vſurer told me what they faid , 
that he was very well ſatisfied therwith,& chat 
he might ſafely deal with me for any thing that 
I might ſell him. He deſired my Jewell of me, 
that he might look upon it , and thar he would 
give me as much for it, as it was worth. Irold 
him that we would po aſide by onr ſelves into 
ſome ſecret place, and there he ſhould have a 
ſighe of it. 
We went a pretty way off, and when we 
had found our a fir place to my mind, I pur 


| my hand into my boſome, and took out my 


Agnur Dei, of whoſe price I was well infor- 
med, as one that knew what it coſt, The 
Gold- ſmith lik*cit well, and had a preat deſire 
to buy it. For, beſides that the gold-work 
Was wy well wrought and curiouſly enameled, 
it had diverſe ſtones init of great value, I de- 
manded of bim for it ewo bundred Crowns , 
which was little lefſe then the price that was 
paid for it when it was firſt bought. He began 
to turn and wind it this way and that way, ho!- 
ding it one while upward, another downward, 
to ſee which way it ſhew'd irſelfbeſt, and 
gavethe vp luſtre. 

He found a hundred faults in it (only to 
bring down the price ) offering me a thouſand 
Royals at the firſt word. I was reſolved that 
be ſhould not have it under a hundred and 
fifty Crowns, and it was as well worth thar, as 
one Royal! ; and under that I would not part 
with it. Ioffer, and he bids; At laft my cun- 
ning Merchant comes up to an hnndred and

never draw him higher, and that is was enough

He was loth to leave 
me till he hid paid me ; and would fain haye 
had me co have gon with him : bur I told him, 
Honeſt Sir, God bliNſe your life , and ſend 
you well to do; if I ſhould go hence alore 


with you, I am afraid,leſt that money would be | 


taken from me, which I purpoſe to keep till 
come to 7taly, to furniſh me with clothes, 
that I may come in ſome good faſhion, when 
I make my ſelf known there to my Kinſmen and 
friends. 

And if ſome Souldiers or other (ſhould hap 
to ſee me go with you, they would preſently 
ſuſpe&, that ir is rather to ſell, chan buy a- 
ny thing of you. Aadif they ſhould perceive 
that I haye any ſtore of Copper or Silver mo- 
ney about me (being but a Boy as 1 am) they 
will take it from me, and I ſhall baye no re- 
medy againſt them. And therefore God be 
your good ſpeed, go your ways, I will ſtay 
for you here till you come, bring your gold 
with you, ſo many Crownes, as we baye agreed 
upon, and you ſhall havethe Jewel away with 
you , and God ſend you as good luck with it as 
I ſhall wiſh you. 

He well approv'd my reaſon, and haſtned 
home (like a young Colc in his full gallop) for 
to fetch them. I had piven notice to a compa” 
nion. of mine, (a confident ſervant of my Ma- 
ſters) [that he ſhould ſtay there wairingfor me; 
and when 1 had given ſuch a ſign he ſould us

yell; and askt me why I did ſo, and wherefore 
I had put it there?! cold him,that becauſe I had 
never a box, nor no Paper tolapirupin, I 
had done as I did, and the matter was not 
oreat, for the Purſe was old and lictle worth, 
and I had no great need of it, and as for theſe 
Crowns that 1 had of bim, 1 ſhould makea 
ſhifr ro ſew them up in ſome rapg or other a- 
bout my clothes, where no body ſhould come 
unto them. 

He took the Jewell of me, juſt in the ſame 
manner as I had given it him , and after that 
he had putit in bis boſome,, we took our leave, 
and he went his way. I gave the ſign to wy 
Companion: he comes; 1 gave him the 
Crowns , and adviſed him that he ſhould hie 
him home wich them, and give them to my Ma- 
ſter, and cell him, char [ would be with him 
by and by. .

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and though by reaſon ofhis large ſtrides } he 
had the advantage of me, and pot groand of 
me, yet I ran afterhim, till che occaſion! 

Ang 
ſo watching my time, when he was jump 
even with a company of Souldiers , that were 
ſtanding together , I cook faſt hold of hin 
with both hands, crying out, A theef,a theef, 
help honeſt Souldiers, for Gods fake comein 
and help me, for the Rogue hath robb'd me, 
hold him faſt if you love me, let him notpe, 
take (and you be good men) © take, take 
quickly the Jewell trom him , for my Maſter 
will kill me, if I come home without it, 
and this Villain hath violently taken it from 
Mes 
I was well known to all Souldiers, and 
as ſoon as they heard me, and ſaw the pitifull 
moan thatI made, they believed ! ſaid truth, 
Hereupon they laid hold on the man, to know 
what the matter was. And becauſe he that 
complains firſt, the Juſtice commonly goes 01 
his fide; and that whining and crying out of 
wrongs received , many times overcome the 
right, more by clamonr than any good claim 
that they could make; I cry'd out more and 
more, and kept ſach a ſtirre, and ſuch a noiſe, 
that 1 would not ſuffer him to ſpeak, and it he 
did , then Twas ſo loud again, and ſoclame- 
rous that they could not hear him ; putting 
this trick upon him in the playing of my game- 
k did implore this help with great exclamat- 
on, with my hands linked one within another , 
and lifted up to heaven, and with myknees, 
creeping 
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creepito and crawling on the ground, crying 
out ws. thttm, As Th be Gentlemen, 

my Maſtets, take pity and cothpaſſion of me ; 
for the Captain , my Maſter, will ſurely kill 
me. This tribulation of mine did mach trou- 
ble they , it did grieve them to ſee me in chis 
pityfull plighe, 

At laſt, they began to ask me whatthe 
matter was ? and how and wherein I had been 
mronged Nor was Iherein wanting to play 
my part, now I had the bafid efhim, 1 would 
be fure co hold it; gracing my lye with all the 
credit I could, that I might leave the leſle room 
for his truth to enter, 

Having this ſtring to my bow, (letting a 
good face onthe matter) Iup, and told them; 
This morning , my Maſter left his Ag-5 Des 
at bis beds head upon his pillow ; he willed me 
to keep it, and look ſafe unto it; I took it, 
and firſt pat it into my purſe, and chen in my 
boſome, (thinking I had made all ſure ezough) 
but meeting with this good man (you here fee) 
by the Sea-fide,1 puled it forth co ſhew it him; 
and becauſe he was a Gold-ſmith , I askt him 
whatit might be worth : He cold me , that the

whether I would fell it? I cold him no; it was 
my Maſters, He-detnanded then of me, if my 
Maſter would fell it ? My anſwer was, Sir 
know not : you were beſt ak him , for hecan 
beſt- te you: After this, he proceeded fur- 
ther it ralk with me, exking me , who I wee, 


whence 
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whence Icame, aud whither I would ; and 
held me in ſuch idle diſcourſe till we were bork 
alone, out of ſight of-anyy and drawing a 
knife out of that ſheath of his that hangs there 
at his girdle, he willed me to make no words, 
for if 1 did but offer to ſqueak, though ne're 
lo little , or but wag a foot from that place, 
there was no way but one with me, he would 
preſently cur my throat, I ſtood ſhaking and 
quivering , while he was taking the Jewel] out 
of my bolome, and becauſe he could not rea« 
dily untie the knots , I had knitthem ſo aſt, 
he made no more adoe, bur cut the ſtring 
alunder , and ſo went away withit; And

Des oue of his boſome , which he had carried 
away in his Purſe ; as I had before informed

Thendid he begin to fall a curſing, and 
ſmearing , vowing by no ſmall oaths that I had 


\ ſold it unto him, and that Iwith my own 


hands, with that very knife, cut the purſe my 
ſelf, and afterwards delivered it unto him, and 
that I had of him for it, a hundred antwen* 
ty Crowns in very good gold. But for g[l his

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whitthe ſooner beleeve him; Thinking in good 
diſcreion, that ic was not likely, that he would 
venture to buy any ſuch peece of me, for he 
might very well chink that it ww foln Ware, 
Belides (which made much for me) they had 
ſeirched me all over, fromtop to toe, bur 
could not find one penny of money about 
me. 

Making this to ſerve as a ſtrong proof againſt 
him, they us'd him very homely, both in words 
and deeds, And whatſoever he.ſaid unto them 
to juſti fie himſelf, it was all one, he had been 
as good to have held his tongue, for after that, 
they would neither beleeve, nor hear him, 
They had forcibly taken the Jewell from him ;

I went with it into his lod- 
ging, there inthe preſence of all his people, I 
deliverd it unto him. What 1 had done did 
nothing diſpleaſe my Maſter. At that time he 
Iiv'c it well, yet it troubled him ſomewhat , 
and he could not well tell what to think -- it, 

Theſe: 
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Theſe tricks of mine did him good ſervice - bu 
be was afraid both of them and me. 

With theſe kind of Cordials, 1 kept. my Mz. 
ſter in heart, till he came to Gees; where 
(hang diſ-imbarkt) and having now but lit le 
need of my ſervice, he ſhifted me off. 

Some few days after our arrivall , ny 
Maſter call'd me aſide; and ſaid unto me; 
Youth , you are now in ie, your ſervice 
will be of little uſe to me, and your Rogyeries 
may do me much wrong : Here is ſomewhat 
for you to help you on your journey , diſpatch 
quickly,and be gone, for you have free liberty 
ro go whither you will. He gave me ſome 
moneys of ſmall value, and ſome few Spanith 
Rojals ; all was a matter of nothing , icarce 
worth' God-a mercy ; and with this poorbit- 
rance, I took my leave of him and let 
him.

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Few houſes did eſcape us; without ſome one 
rchaſe or other. And never a pair of ſhooey 
could be ſo bad, no hat ſo vile, and no ſhirt ſo 
old, but yeelded us more than a piece of three 
pence. We had Merchants and Brokers for c- 
very one of theſe things, who would lay us 
down mon:y for them. | 

We had upon the way certain little Aﬀes 
whereon we did ride. by turns, when any ſtore 
ofrain fell, that we might the better pafſe over 
the Rivers, when the waters were riſen. And 
if we did light by chance upon any perſon, that 
ſeemed to bear the face of authority , we began 
to call upon him a far off , many a large ſtep be» 
fore we came at him, to the end that he mighe 
have Iciſure enough to pull out his purſe, and 
take forth an almes, elſe many would forbear to 
give us, leaſt they might be hindred in their jours 
wk but taking this courſe, we did ſcldome 
miſſe. 
Other whiles , when we ſaw fit occaſion and 
time for it, upon diſcovery of ſome company of 
p-ople that came trooping together, we would 
prepare our ſelves to put on a counterfeit lame- 
nefſe, to fall a halting, and betake us to our 
Crutches : we would change our looks, alter 
our countenantcs, take one another upon qur 
backs, writhe our mouths, turn the lids and 
bals of oureyes to heaven, ſome feigning them- 
ſclves dumb, other-ſome crippled, and blind, 
making ſhew that we could not go but upon 
Silts, when as indeed we were as nimble and 
light-footed as the Buck, We would clap our 
in a.trice in certain Swathes , that hung, at

and the help of good language, —_—y God to 
ſend them well on their journey , and that he 
would preſerve their limbs, and blefſe their eye.

get us to the corner of ſome one ſtreet or other, 
where theſe things are commonly ſold, and there 
we fatizfie our ſenſe of ſmelling with the ſweet 
perfumes of Jerkins, and of Gloves, ſome civi- 
red, and ſome powdred. 

Will you happily ſay, that the ſenſe of Fou- 
ching is wanting unto us ? And that never any 
good thing came yet to our hands? Lament your 
ignorance. What ſuch difference, I pray, is 
there betwixt poverty and beauty ? We poor 
beggers touch and handle as good ware as the 
rich, and enjoy as pretty Commoditics; but all 
men do-not underſtand this Myſtery. There 
be ſome poor men, which for all their beggery 
and poverty, maintain ſuch a handſome Doxy, as 
many a great rich man would be glad to enjo 
with all his heart. And yet this poor man, dot

- They had( God be thanked) reaſonable well 
where withall to live; they wanted nothing 
that they had need of, ſufficient ftore of 
wealth they had beſides, to leave unto their heir, 
in ſome competent meaſure, eſpecially for one 
that was of ſo mean a condition as he was. 

But this man had entertained in his imagina- 7h cruel- 
tion, one of the greateſt and moſt unnatural! yo ore: 
cruelties, that the wit of man could deviſe. He **** 
maims me this his poor innocent infant; (as 
many do in thoſe parts : ) where when they be 


mind unto, forming and faſhioning of

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them ( Iknow not) into how many monſtroug 
ſhapes, and vgly poſtures, only to move the 


people to take the more pitty and compaſſion of 


them- 

With theſe abuſed Babes,whileſt they are lit- 
tle, they get wherewithall to live in theirold 
age zand afterward*, thus maimed and mangled 
as you ſec, they leave them a good patrimony, 
But this wicked Rogue, for his greater increaſe 
of gain, would marturize this poor tender In- 
fant, with new kind of torments 3 He did not 
pyt him to theſe cruel tortures all at once. 

Some naturall giſts he had, that his Father 
either did not, or could not touch. So that not- 
withſtanding this his unhappineſs, he had a ve- 
ry happy wit, and was a good ſpeaker, andhiy 
words became him very well. Burt that which 
he had from his Father, which was his outward 
fl:(h: ro begin firlt with his head,he had writh'd 
ic in that ſort, that it ſeemed to be ſet quite back- 
wards,his face falling. on t'onſide upon his right 

ſhoulder. That both beneath, and above, the 
lids of his eyes, was all one over-grown lump of 
fleſh : the fore-head and the eye-brows ſcorch'd 
and burned with a thouſand wrinkles : He was 
crook-backt, his whole body like a bottom of 
Yarn, all one Jump, without any ſhape or faſhi- 
on, of any one part, that might ſtile him mai : 
His feet turned backwarde,and perching up over 
his ſhoulders, being diſ-joynted, and withered. 
The onely ſound parts that were about him, 
were his arms and histongue. The one left him 
toralk, the other totake. He went, as ifhe had

After this manner, he lived ſome ſeventy and 
two yeares, or much therebouts, at the end 
whereof he fell into a grievous fickneſs, whereof 
he certainly knew that he ſhould-die.

Aguilera at the pretixedtime brought me hi 
Shop-book. 1 turned ro one of the leaves ro= 
wards the latter end, where 1 found ſome Me» 
morials entred eizhr days before, and in a void 
place or blank where nothing was written, I ſer 
down in the {ame CharaRer ; Lefr wich me by 
Don Juan Ofſcrio, Three thouſand Crowns in 
Gold, ſome being pieces of ren, bur moſt of 
two and four. Art the ſame time he lefe with 
me Two thouſand Royals of Plate. 

This. done, I drew a Line upon what Ihad
